Consul Deal, at St. Johns ,ln a report 
to the department of state on this sub 
Ject says: 
"A statement just pre 


pared by tho 
customs 
department 


shows Canada's trade with foreign 
countries continues to expand with 
surprising rapidity for a country of 
less than G.000,000 population. 
The 


total trade of the Dominion during the 
last fiscal year exceeded $400,000,000, 
or about double that of tho year 1890, 
which was the greatest year In the 
history of tho country. 


Constantly Increasing 


'The statement shows that while" 


the great bulk of Canada's business 
s transacted with the United States 
nd Great llrltlan. the former coun- 
try, as usual, profits the most, and 
the rate of Increase shows no sign 
of diminishing. England Is the great 
selling market for many of Canada's 
products, but the United States Is 
still her principal purchasing market.

most constantly In thu 3tablen of Alex 
(lalbnilth. In roomy box stalls at the 
rear of the main building 
are four 


horses \vhlch were taken sick on the 
trip and are still in more or less ser- 
ious condition. 
Two or throe others 


are under the weather but are locking 
brighter hour by hour. 


Carefully 
Doctored 


Now and then an attendant enters 


a stall, forcing the horse's month open 
by a vigorous grasp of the lower Jaw 
administer)* a generous dose of med- 
icine from n capacious syringe. The 
doctor closely notes the effect on the 
horse and approving nods go 
the 


round of the little circle of onlook- 
ers, if the symptoms are' favorable. 


Pronounced Dead 


One horse was pronounced dead 


Sunday night. 
There was absolute- 


ly no pulse and only a nervous twitch- 
ing of the legs and It 
looked 
as 


though another loss was to be added 
to me two that had already succum- 
bed. 
Suddenly the horse's pulse be- 


gan to beat feebly 
and now 
the 


horse's owner is several thousand dol- 
lars better off than he expected 
to 


be. 


In the case of another horse 
all 


depended on whether or not a sweat 
occurred In the course of two hours. 
"The usual symptoms don't 
work 


with these heavy stallions," said the 
doctor. 
"Their llesh is too thick 


and while they seem from 
outward 


signs to be recovering, they may be 
dying internally." 
In this particu- 


lar instance It was the most valuable 
of all the ailing horses, a ponder- 
ous Suffolk stallion, that was ill, and 
the signs of recover}' were anxiously 
watched.

THE QUESTION OP TRUSTS. 
President Roosevelt, In his recent 


tour of New England, took occasion 
to say some very' sensible 
things 


about combinations of capital com- 
monly called trusts. He had no sym- 
pathy with the sentiment so freely 
expressed, "Down with the trusts," 
but he was In hearty accord with 
any Intelligent effort to regulate any 
evils that the trust "might produce. 


He recognized In the trust the evi- 


dences of prosperity, and It was only 
necessary to go back in history nine 
years to discover a 
period 
when 


neither prosperity nor the trust ex- 
isted. 


There were two central thoughts 


contained In every speech made by 
the president, on this much discus- 
sed question. 
One was, that corpor- 


ations, doing an interstate business, 
should be responsible to some author- 
It}-, and that authority should be the 
general 
government. 
He did not, 


recommend 
arbitrary 
or 
hasty 


measures, but advised the enactment 
of wise and wholesome measures. He 
•would not cripple great 
Industries, 


liut protect them, as well as the peo- 
ple by proper supervision. 


The other thought, which Is 
of 


greater significance is, that the Indl; 
vldnal Is responsible, and that no law 
•will be effective and judicious, 
un- 


less back of It Is tho strong moral 
sentiment of Justice between 
man 


and man. 


The president does not believe that

the poor are growing poorer, and he 
has no time for the doctrine so popu- 
lar Just now that the poor man is be- 
ing oppressed by capital.

belKK given ns security," said an olll- 
cinl of the triasury, "but there

iKilhlng In the law which would pre- 
vent the secretary accepting other HO- 
curltles. National banks at the pros- 
c-nt time, hecaiiso of tho scarcity of 
government bonds, are Undine It im- 
possible materially to Increase their 
circulation to meet tho demands of the 
fall. The customs receipts are piling 
up In tho subtreasurlcs. drawing con- 
siderable money out of tho national 
linn Us, and for the thr.e being retiring 
It from circulation. 
The 
premium 


upon government bonds, which pro- 
hibits tho national banks from pur- 
chasing them to secure 
circulation, 


also operr.lA'H with equal force In pre- 
venting them depositing government 
bunds as security fur Increased gov- 
ernment deposits. 


Secretary Has Discretion. 


"The law on tho security question 


roads: 'The Secretary of tho Treasury 
shall require tho assc.clr.tldn (national 
banks) thus designated to glvo satis- 
tnctory security by tho 
deposit 
of 


United States bonds or otherwise for 
tho safo-l;eeplng and prompt payment 
of tho public money deposited with 
thorn.' 
Tliero can bo no doubt, with 


Kovcrnrjcnt bonds r-rlllng at a prohib- 
itory premium, and a scarcity _ of ulr- 
dilation to moot the regular crop mov- 
ing demands and Increased Importa- 
tion, that tho Secretary of the Treas- 
ury can relieve the situation by ac- 
cepting 'satisfactory secur^y' or oth- 
er than government bonds. Municipal 
bonds and other securities may. In 
these days of careful financing, be aa 
safo In guaranteeing deposits as gov- 
ernment bonds." 


No Money Stringency. 


It has been reported hero for nov- 


oral days that Secretary Shaw would 
not permit n money stringency. Real- 
izing fully the drain upon tho-banks 
due to the Increased Imports, the sec- 
retary has attempted relief by oflerlng 
to Increase tho circulation of national
